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REPORT  FOR  1896. 


In  reviewing  the  records  of  the  Home  for  the  past  year, 
we  find  very  little  of  startling  interest.  Our  life  has  been 
quiet  and  comparatively  placid  in  its  daily  routine.  Our 
usual  outline  has  been  followed  of  admissions,  changes,  ill¬ 
nesses,  joyful  holidays,  and  the  pleasant  greetings  of  many 
friends  along  the  way. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  at  the  meeting  held 
April  1 6,  it  was  announced  that  our  esteemed  Treasurer, 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Plimpton,  would  be  unable  to  retain  his 
office  any  longer,  owing  to  ill-health.  This  was  regretted 
by  all,  as  Mr.  Plimpton  had  been  much  interested  in  the 
Home ;  but,  as  it  was  thought  best,  the  resignation  was 
accepted,  and  resolutions  were  passed,  recognizing  his  valu¬ 
able  and  faithful  services.  After  a  few  weeks  Mr.  Francis 
J.  Ward  kindly  assumed  the  office  of  Treasurer,  which  he 
now  occupies.  The  Board  of  Managers  has  held  ten  regu¬ 
lar  meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty  mem¬ 
bers,  also  two  special  meetings  during  the  summer  to  meet 
peculiar  exigencies.  The  members  have  been  very  devoted 
in  their  attention  to  the  details  of  family  affairs,  assuming 
the  charge  of  visiting  each  month  with  great  fidelity,  and 
have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties  in  a  conscientious 
and  impartial  manner.  We  have  lost  from  the  Board  during 
the  year  two  of  our  most  valued  members,  whose  experience, 
wise  counsel,  and  excellent  judgment  are  greatly  missed,  and 
whose  vacant  places  speak  eloquently  to  those  who  have 
served  with  them  for  so  many  years.  Mrs.  Augustus  Parker 
became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  1878,  and 
Miss  H.  F.  Holden  in  1883  ;  and  we  most  sorrowfully  chron¬ 
icle  their  resignations.  A  unanimous  vote  was  passed  by 
which  they  were  constituted  Honorary  Members  of  the 
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Board,  so  that  we  feel  that  they  are  not  entirely  lost  to  us. 
May  we  continue  our  work  in  the  same  wise,  loving,  and 
sensible  spirit  which  has  characterized  their  long  service ! 
We  have  welcomed  to  the  Board  Mrs.  Henry  Revere,  who 
succeeds  her  friend  Mrs.  Parker,  and  whom  we  hope  will 
long  continue  to  be  one  of  our  number. 

Three  new  members  have  been  admitted  to  the  family 
at  the  home  ;  namely,  Mrs.  Cordelia  M.  Lewis,  Miss  Mary 
Nickleson,  and  Mrs.  Eudora  A.  J.  Merrill.  The  Angel  of 
Death  has  visited  our  Home,  and  four  of  our  inmates  have 
gone  with  him  across  the  dark  river  to  the  green  pastures 
and  the  still  waters  beyond.  He  came  not  as  an  enemy, 
but  as  a  friend  long  expected  and  not  unwelcome,  bringing 
deliverance  from  the  pains  and  infirmities  which  accompany 
increasing  years.  Miss  Sarah  Seaverns,  who  died  April  n, 
1895,  was  aged  eighty-eight  years  and  five  months,  and  had 
been  for  twenty  years  a  member  of  the  household.  For 
eight  of  those  years  she  had  been  confined  to  her  bed,  suf¬ 
fering  most  acutely  from  rheumatism  ;  and  it  was  a  gladsome 
release  to  her  when  the  summons  came.  The  visitor  for  the 
month  says  very  truly,  “  Ours  should  be  the  tenderest  of 
memories,  for  while  in  health  she  never  grew  weary  in 
well-doing.”  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  officiated  at  her  funeral, 
which  was  held  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  14 ;  and  she  was 
laid  to  rest  at  Forest  Hills. 

Mrs.  Mary  Misner,  who  entered  the  Home  in  October, 
1892,  passed  away  May  6,  1895,  aged  eighty-three  years. 
Her  illness  was  short,  seeming  like  a  severe  cold  with  some 
rheumatic  symptoms  ;  but  she  sank  rapidly  until  the  end. 
From  the  first  seizure  she  thought  it  was  her  last  illness, 
and  made  arrangements  for  her  burial.  Rev.  Walter  E.  C. 
Smith,  of  St.  Mary’s,  Dorchester,  officiated  at  her  funeral ; 
and  she  was  laid  beside  her  husband  at  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 
She  was  remarkable  for  her  great  industry  in  sewing,  fre¬ 
quently  busy  after  the  daylight  had  waned ;  and  we  shall 
long  remember  the  numerous  patchwork  quilts,  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  which  seemed  to  have  a  perfect  fascination  for  her. 

On  Tuesday,  May  28,  Mrs.  Mary  Lawrence  was  taken  ill. 
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She  gradually  failed  until  the  end,  which  came  on  Thursday, 
June  6.  She  was  a  delicate,  gentle,  and  refined  lady,  who 
expressed  great  appreciation  of  her  home  with  us.  She  was 
eighty-eight  years  old,  a  member  of  Park  Street  Church  for 
many  years,  and  had  lived  during  the  lifetime  of  her  hus¬ 
band  surrounded  by  the  luxuries  as  well  as  the  comforts  of 
a  delightful  home.  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  attended  her  fu¬ 
neral;  and  she  was  carried  to  Mount  Hope,  where  the  frail 
body  was  laid  in  the  family  burial-place. 

On  Friday,  Feb.  28,  1896,  Mrs.  Sophia  D.  Haskins  quietly 
and  peacefully  passed  away.  It  was  an  event  which  had 
been  anticipated  through  many  weary  months  of  suffering; 
and  we  could  not  mourn  for  her  departure,  for  to  her  life 
had  lost  all  its  pleasure.  Her  funeral  occurred  Monday, 
March  2,  Rev.  E.  M.  Taylor  officiating;  and  many  old 
friends  came  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of  respect  and  love. 
Rev.  F.  N.  Upham  was  also  present,  and  spoke  eloquently 
of  her  useful  and  active  life,  both  in  her  home  and  in  the 
church,  and  of  the  sterling  excellences  of  her  character. 
She  had  been  at  the  Home  only  a  short  time,  being  ad¬ 
mitted  in  December,  1894;  and  these  last  months  had  been 
a  time  of  rapidly  failing  powers  of  body  and  mind.  So  it 
was  very  pleasant  to  hear  these  earnest  words  from  one  who 
had  known  and  esteemed  her  work  in  the  days  of  her  health¬ 
ful  activity.  She  was  buried  in  the  old  burying-ground  at 
Upham’s  Corner,  Dorchester,  at  the  age  of  ninety-one  years 
and  ten  months. 

Of  course,  all  this  sickness  and  infirmity  necessitates 
much  extra  nursing  and  increase  in  the  domestic  force, — 
more  care  and  watching  by  night  as  well  as  by  day, —  mak¬ 
ing  a  more  expensive  household  to  maintain,  and  requiring 
more  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  Matron.  Mrs.  Mayberry 
still  continues  with  us,  ready  to  superintend  both  nurses 
and  assistants  ;  and,  although  sometimes  almost  overborne 
by  the  emergencies  which  arise,  she  strives  with  patience 
and  self-denial  to  make  everybody  comfortable,  and  to  bring 
sunshine  out  of  the  clouds.  We  sincerely  hope  her  health 
and  strength  will  be  spared  to  us  for  many  years.

In  all  our  cases  of  sickness  and  serious  infirmity,  our  at¬ 
tentive  physician,  Dr.  John  E.  Butler,  has  been  more  than 
kind.  One  of  the  visitors  writes  in  her  monthly  report : 
“We  cannot  close  without  mentioning  the  extreme  kindness 
of  Dr.  Butler  to  all  our  invalids.  If  he  were  receiving  a 
salary,  he  could  not  respond  more  promptly  to  the  very  fre¬ 
quent  calls.  Always  pleasant,  patient,  and  sympathetic,  he 
has  achieved  wonders.” 

In  June,  1895,  we  were  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  our 
dear  friend  and  faithful  physician,  Dr.  Rhoda  A.  Lawrence, 
whose  illness  had  been  gradually  developing,  but  whose  sud¬ 
den  departure  was  a  great  shock.  Her  death  occurred  on 
June  30,  at  a  time  when  many  of  us  were  away  from  the 
city.  She  was  a  wise  and  true  friend,  a  physician  of  skill 
and  discretion,  one  whose  loss  was  greatly  deplored  and 
whose  place  cannot  be  easily  filled. 

We  receive  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Frieze  at  Westboro.  occa¬ 
sionally,  full  of  kind  thoughts  and  pleasant  recollections  of 
her  former  home,  and  containing  many  tender  messages  to 
her  old  associates  and  friends  here. 

There  are  other  experiences  of  which  to  speak.  Not  all 
the  days  are  shadowed,  not  all  the  weeks  are  full  of  sorrow, 
—  “into  each  life  some  rain  must  fall”;  but  through  the 
rifted  clouds  come  the  sunbeams,  bright  and  cheering,  and 
as  welcome  here  as  elsewhere.  Kind  friends  are  not  want¬ 
ing,  who  do  not  forget,  but  come  with  many,  repeated  offer¬ 
ings, —  tokens  of  love  and  good  will.  Flowers,  fruits,  books, 
rides,  gifts  of  many  kinds,  give  evidence  of  continued  in¬ 
terest  and  thoughtfulness  ;  and  such  tokens  of  remembrance 
are  often  doubly  welcome  to  those  who'  have  outlived  their 
own  kindred  and  appreciate  the  sympathy  which  relieves 
their  loneliness.  A  very  touching  incident  is  mentioned 
in  the  report  for  October.  “Two  ladies  from  Dr.  Edward 
E.  Hale’s  church  brought  beautiful  flowers  from  the  funeral 
of  his  son,  Robert  B.  Hale.  Knowing  the  young  man  to 
have  been  very  fond  of  old  ladies,  his  young  friends  pre¬ 
sented  a  cluster  of  flowers  in  his  memory  to  each  member 
of  the  household,  greatly  delighting  them  all.” 
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We  still  continue  our  outside  beneficiaries,  giving  to 
needy  mothers  with  families  of  children  a  little  money, 
paid  regularly,  which  helps  to  keep  the  family  together. 
We  have  now  on  our  list  four  such  families,  as  well  as 
several  elderly  women  ;  and  in  May  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed,  consisting  of  Miss  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Jarvis,  to 
visit  these  homes  occasionally,  and  see  that  the  assistance 
was  not  misapplied. 

On  the  evening  of  April  16,  1895,  a  lecture,  illustrated  by 
stereopticon,  was  given  at  Putnam  Chapel  by  Mr.  Edward 
Webster  McGlenen.  The  subject  was  Paul  Revere’s  Ride 
as  he  hurried  to  Lexington  and  Concord  to  give  the  alarm 
on  the  memorable  19th  of  April,  1775.  The  attendance 
was  very  good,  the  lecture  interesting ;  and,  as  the  lecturer 
kindly  gave  us  his  services,  our  treasury  was  benefited  by 
the  amount  of  $116. 

Next  in  order  came  the  Annual  Reception  and  Sale, 
which' took  place  at  the  Home  on  the  new  holiday,  Patriots’ 
Day,  the  19th  of  April,  instead  of  being  held  on  Decoration 
Day,  May  30,  as  in  previous  years.  The  experiment  of 
trying  a  new  day  proved  successful,  as  the  social  and  finan¬ 
cial  results  were  satisfactory.  Many  generous  and  helpful 
friends  visited  and  congratulated  us,  and  apparently  enjoyed 
the  occasion  ;  while  the  old  ladies  regard  it  as  a  high  festiv¬ 
ity,  and  welcome  their  callers  with  great  delight.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  ladies  took  charge  of  tables :  Home  Table,  Mrs. 
Mayberry,  Mrs.  Tripp ;  Cake  Table,  Mrs.  Clapp,  Mrs. 
Plimpton;  Candy  Table,  Miss  Reynolds;  Flower  Table, 
Mrs.  Carr;  Cafe,  Mrs.  Bolster  in  charge,  with  a  number  of 
assistants,  and  Miss  McIntosh  for  cashier.  Mrs.  Dennison 
acted  as  president,  Mrs.  Ward  as  secretary,  and  Mrs.  Qope- 
land  as  treasurer.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  were  $481.15  ; 
and  we  would  take  this  opportunity  to  return  thanks  to  all 
who  contributed  toward  making  this  occasion  one  marked 
with  bright  letters  in  the  calendar  of  the  year.  Altogether, 
the  day  was  a  cloudless  one,  delightful  in  retrospect,  and 
with  no  one  the  worse  for  the  ripple  of  excitement. 

The  Annual  Picnic,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  Rev. 
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Mr.  Waldron,  took  place  on  July  22,  many  of  the  family 
being  sufficiently  strong  to  partake  in  its  delights.  The  day 
was  perfect.  Everything  was  done  for  the  comfort  and 
happiness  of  the  participants,  who  most  heartily  enjoyed 
the  festivity.  This  celebration  is  unique,  and  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  with  great  anticipations  of  pleasure  every  year. 
Four  ladies  of  the  Board  of  Managers  also  attended,  and 
were  enthusiastic  in  describing  the  charm  of  the  outing. 

A  concert  and  operetta,  Balfe’s  “  Sleeping  Queen,”  was 
given  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Hall  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  13,  1895, 
which  resulted  in  a  gain  to  our  treasury  of  the  surprising 
sum  of  $245.70.  These  small  additions  to  our  funds  are 
very  welcome  ;  and  we  endeavor  to  use  all  our  means  with 
true  economy  and  prudence,  “giving  an  account  of  our 
stewardship.” 

A  delightful  Thanksgiving  festival  was  reported, —  a  real 
home  celebration.  All  the  old  ladies  except  three  were 
able  to  be  present  at  the  table  and  enjoy  the  bountiful  re¬ 
past.  An  abundant  provision  of  turkeys,  oysters,  jellies, 
fruits,  and  nuts,  supplied  the  traditional  dinner ;  and  the 
presence  of  friends,  who  came  with  music  and  readings, 
helped  to  make  a  joyful  holiday.  An  extract  from  the 
visitors’  report  will  best  describe  the  Christmas  observ¬ 
ances  :  “  Active  preparations  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Christmas  season  were  in  full  progress  when  our  month 
began  ;  and,  with  all  the  English-speaking  world,  the  thought¬ 
ful  members  of  our  family  appreciated  as  never  before  the 
great  blessing  of  birth  in  a  Christian  land.  The  day  was 
heartily  welcomed.  Breakfast  at  eight  o’clock.  The  tables 
looked  bright  and  pretty  with  the  long  rows  of  colors  which 
the  seven  presents  at  each  plate  presented ;  namely,  a  tiny 
bottle  of  violet  water  (from  Mrs.  Fuller,  of  Lynn),  a  calendar 
(from  Mrs.  Clapp),  a  card  (from  Prang’s),  a  bright  golden 
orange,  and  a  half-pound  box  of  home-made  peppermints,  tied 
with  white  ribbon  and  a  sprig  of  holly  (from  Mrs.  Bolster). 
Our  extra  was  broiled  chicken.  After  the  meal  came  the 
usual  service ;  and  Miss  Learned  (aged  eighty-one  years) 
sang  alone  a  sweet  Christmas  hymn,  which  ended  this  very 


enjoyable  breakfast.  Then  came  the  arranging  of  the  numer¬ 
ous  gifts  in  their  rooms,  which  occupied  a  pleasant  hour. 
Dinner  at  one  o’clock  consisted  of  turkey  with  its  usual 
accompaniments,  celery,  mince,  apple,  and  lemon  pies,  plum 
pudding,  nuts,  and  fruits.  These,  with  the  festive  spirits  of 
the  time,  helped  all  to  an  exceedingly  happy  feast ;  while  the 
crowning  feature  of  beauty  was  a  lovely  vase  full  of  fresh 
carnations  and  pretty  ferns  placed  at  each  plate,  presented  by 
Mrs.  Dennison.  Also  Miss  Dean  presented  to  each  one  a 
bag  of  fresh  peppermints.  This  array  charmed  them  into 
a  general  clapping  of  hands  and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  all 
friends  who  contributed  to  the  day’s  success.  A  simple 
supper  of  tea,  crackers,  and  cake  was  served  ;  and  the  even¬ 
ing  was  quietly  spent  in  reading  Christmas  stories,  and  en¬ 
joying  Miss  Fowle’s  generous  box  of  candy.” 

By  these  glimpses  into  the  interior  life  of  the  Home, 
our  friends  will  readily  perceive  that  the  life  There  is  much 
like  an  ordinary  home,  with  some  troubles,  some  perplexi¬ 
ties,  yet  with  the  gladness,  safety,  and  comfort  of  a  real 
shelter  from  the  rush  and  whirl  of  the  busy  outside  world.

To  incorporate  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Females  in 

Roxbury. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  James  Ritchie,  John  Rogers,  Charles  K.  Dillaway,  and 
James  Waldock,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 
Females  in  Roxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  destitute  children 
and  aged  females,  and  affording  a  temporary  home  for  the  same,  with 
all  the  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in 
the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  value  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid  charitable 
purposes. 

Sect.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

BY-LAWS. 

ADOPTED  APRIL  22;  1884, 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  all  Life  and  Honorary  Members,  and  of  all  such  persons 
as  shall  have  received,  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  pay  such  sum  as 
shall  be  voted  as  the  annual  assessment.  Membership  to  cease  upon 

t 

non-payment  of  the  annual  assessment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  corporation,  under  the  name  of  the  “  Board  of 
Managers,”  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Sec¬ 
retary,  Auditor,  and  not  more  than  thirty  other  persons,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year. 

< 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  holden  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  April ;  and  the  Board  of  Managers  may  call  special  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  corporation  whenever  in  their  opinion  expedient  or  desirable, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call  them  whenever  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  twenty  members.  Notice  of  time  and  place  of  meeting  shall 
be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston  at 
least  four  days  previous  to  the  meeting. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  they  shall 
direct ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  or  Committee  for  the  month.  Notices  of  such 
special  meetings  shall  state  the  object  for  which  they  are  called.  Six 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  entire  government  and  control 
of  the  Home,  and  of  the  general  business  and  property  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  may  choose  committees  from  their  own  members  on  Finance, 
Supplies,  Repairs,  Admissions,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
necessary  to  perform  any  special  duties.  They  shall  have  full  power 
to  take  any  measure  which  they  may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests  to  the  corporation ;  and  they 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  corporation,  on  the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
counts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  Home,  and  give  an  abstract  of 
their  doings  for  the  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  one  or  more  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  every  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  a  week,  ascertain  all  needs,  make  fitting  suggestions,  give 
orders  for  necessary  purchases,  and  submit  their  report  at  the  succeed¬ 
ing  monthly  meeting.  They  shall  also  have  supervision  over  outside 
beneficiaries. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall 
have  the  charge  and  care  of  the  finances,  shall  receive  all  moneys  due, 
and  shall  pay  all  bills  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  of  their  authorized  committees.  He  shall  render  an  account  an- 
nually  to  the  corporation  and  quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AUDITOR. 

The  auditor  shall,  in  the  month  of  April  of  every  year,  audit  the 
account  of  the  Treasurer,  examine  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and 
append  his  report  to  the  Treasurer’s  annual  statement. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of  the 
doings  of  each,  with  the  names  of  those  present  at  Board  meetings, 


* 
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and  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  their  term 
of  service,  and  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  all  communica¬ 
tions  requiring  action. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  who  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  $50  may  become  a  Life 
Member  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

Preference  shall  be  given  to  those  applicants  who  are  residents  of 
that  part  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  Roxbury.  The  Managers  may, 
if  they  deem  it  expedient,  aid  beneficiaries  at  their  own  home. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

DONATIONS. 

All  sums  received  by  the  Association  as  donations  or  bequests,  un¬ 
less  the  donor  or  testator  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  and  all  moneys 
collected,  including  subscriptions,  may  be  applied  to  the  current  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Institution,  or  to  create  or  increase  a  permanent  fund,  or 
be  otherwise  invested  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  added  to  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the 
corporation,  notice  thereof  having  been  given  of  the  change  proposed 
in  the  call  of  said  meeting. 


GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS, 


ARTICLE  I. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  visitors  for  the  month  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  the  inmates,  inquire  into  their  con¬ 
dition,  and  give  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
or  the  circumstances  of  the  case  seem  to  require.  The  Committee  shall 
have  the  general  oversight  of  the  Matron  and  the  concerns  of  the  family. 
They  shall  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  direct  the  purchase 
of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  for  its  temporary  welfare  and  com¬ 
fort.  They  shall  see  that  the  Matron  conforms  to  the  rules  as  to  her 
own  conduct  and  that  of  the  family,  and  they  shall  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Managers  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron,  under  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  shall  have 
charge  of  the  house.  She  shall  in  no  case  be  absent  during  the  night 
without  permission  from  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  enforce  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Managers,  and  carry  out  such  others  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  be  present  at 
meals,  see  that  they  are  properly  served,  and  that  all  the  inmates  who 
are  in  health  are  present,  and  that  suitable  food,  be  prepared  for  the 
sick.  She  shall  report  to  the  Visiting  Committee  the  names  of  all  appli¬ 
cants  and  the  date  of  application,  and,  if  presents  be  made  to  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  the  names  of  the  persons  making  them,  and  the  character  of  the 
donation.  She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  to  her  sta¬ 
tion,  and  by  kindness,  attention,  and  judicious  treatment  endeavor  to 
gain  the  esteem  and  secure  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  all  those 
under  her  care.  If  improper  conduct  is  observed  in  any  member  of  the 
family,  she  shall,  after  the  first  offence,  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting 
Committee.  She  will,  under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee, 
have  the  direction  of  nurses,  domestics,  and  all  other  employees  in  the 
building.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  neatness  and  good  conduct 
prevail  in  every  part  of  the  establishment,  and  that  all  unnecessary  fires 
and  lights  are  extinguished  by  9.30  p.m. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

ON  ADMISSIONS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  to 
visit  each  applicant  and  inquire  into  her  circumstances  and  character, 
and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  in  writing  in  regard  to  those 
deemed  by  them  proper  persons  for  admission  to  the  Home,  always 
accompanied  with  a  certificate  from  a  physician  of  good  standing  that  he 
has  examined  the  applicant,  and  that  she  has  no  physical  or  mental 
infirmity  that  should  preclude  her  admission.  The  Board  shall,  in  all 
cases,  decide  upon  the  admission  of  candidates.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  to  keep  a  record,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  names  of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  places  of  birth 
and  residence,  by  whom  recommended,  date  of  application,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  of  importance.  No  person  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  as  an  inmate  of  the  Home  without  a  recommendation  from  this 
Committee. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Home  unless  of  Ameri¬ 
can  parentage,  except  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Managers  present  and 
voting  at  a  regular  meeting;  and  preference  shall  always  be  given  to 
natives  or  residents  of  Roxbury. 

Sect.  3.  Persons  under  sixty-five  years  of  age  shall  not  be  eligible. 
In  the  admission  of  all  persons,  they  shall  be  received  on  probation  of 
three  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
act  definitely  on  the  case  of  each  one  so  received;  and,  if  not  confirmed 
as  permanent  inmates,  the  admission  fee,  deducting  three  dollars  per 
week,  shall  be  returned. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  by  vote  admit  inmates  on  such 
terms  as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  corporation  or  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  any  peculiar  case  may  seem  to  demand.  Until  otherwise 
ordered,  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  the  fee  for  admission.  Furni¬ 
ture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  house  by  or  for  permanent 
inmates  must  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  dis¬ 
charge  and  remove  from  the  Home  any  inmate  who  has  been  guilty  of 
disobedient  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  who,  in'  their  judgment,  has  by 
her  conduct  rendered  such  action  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Institution ,  provided,  however,  that  no  vote  of  removal  shall  be  passed, 
unless  the  intention  to  pass  such  vote  shall  have  been  inserted  in  the 
notice  calling  the  meeting. 

Sect.  6.  Inmates  who  have  property  must  secure  the  same  to  the 
corporation  before  admission  ;  and,  in  case  of  money  or  other  property 
coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission,,  by  inheritance, 
bequest,  or  otherwise,  they  must,  if  they  continue  in  the  Home,  make 
the  same  over  to  the  corporation  upon  the  demand  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.

Sect.  7.  Inmates  will  be  required  in  all  cases  to  comply  with  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Home,  as  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

INMATES. 

Section  i.  The  inmates  will  be  required  at  all  times  to  treat  the 
Matron  and  Visiting  Committee  with  deference  and  respect.  They  will 
also  endeavor,  by  quiet  and  gentle  manners,  to  diffuse  an  air  of  cheer¬ 
fulness  and  good  feeling  throughout  the  establishment;  and,  by  acts  of 
kindness  and  forbearance,  to  gain  the  esteem  and  promote  the  happiness 
and  comfort  of  each  other. 

Sect.  2.  Those  who  are  able  will  be  required  to  make  their  own 
beds  and  to  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  neat  and  clean,  and,  under 
direction  of  the  Matron,  to  assist  those  who  are  unable  to  do  the  same. 
They  will  also  be  expected  to  assist  in  domestic  duties  and  in  sewing, 
and  generally  to  render  all  the  services  they  can  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Institution  and  the  comfort  of  those  inmates  more  helpless  than  them¬ 
selves. 

Sect.  3.  No  intoxicating  drinks  shall  be  used,  except  by  order  of 
the  physician;  and,  in  such  cases,  they  must  be  administered  by  the 
Matron. 

Sect.  4.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  will  be  provided  from  the  funds  of  the  Association.  No  inmate, 
therefore,  will,  on  any  account,  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution  to 
solicit  assistance  or  procure  work,  unless  by  special  permission  from 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  5.  No  inmate  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Matron  o'- 
to  obstruct  her  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  but  any  one  having  cause 
of  complaint  must  present  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  If  any  inmate  desires  to  visit  her  friends  or  to  go  off  the 
premises  at  any  time,  permission  must  be  obtained  of  the  Matron,  who, 
before  granting  the  same,  must  ascertain  where  the  person  wishes  to  go 
and  how  long  she  proposes  to  be  absent. 

Sect.  7.  All  of  the  inmates  who  are  able  will  take  their  meals  at  the 
regular  table  provided  for  them,  and  will  also  attend  the  Sunday  service 
held  for  them  in  the  parlor  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visitors  may  be  permitted  any  day  in  the  week  between  the  hours  of 
10  and  12  a.m.  and  2  and  6  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  after  2  o’clock  p.m. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  abrogated, 
and  others  prescribed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers; 
and,  to  insure  harmony,  strict  attention  should  be  paid  to  them.
